Time and Place of the Democratic 


Convention Settled.

W*»"INQTON, February 28.—Tho bill pro- 


viding for the admission of the southern part 
of the territory of Dakota as a state, which 
tbe senate committee on territories to-day 
agreed to report favorably, H similar lu many 
respects to the bill reported by that commit- 
tee at the last session of congress. It Is In 
most of Its features like the ordinary enabl- 
ing acts and provides for the organization of 
a state to be known as Dakota from that part 
of the territory south ot the forty-sixth par- 
allel. A constitutional convention Is to be 
held on tho second Tuealaj of December, 
delegates to be elected November 14th 
next. This convention Is to locldtie 120 dele- 
gates, the unusually largo nuhiber being re-

quired to fully represent the people of the 
embyro state. Delegates are to be elected 
from single districts 
The usual grants ot 


lands for educational purposes are made and 
a provision Included requiring the new state 
to assume the debts Incurred for tbe erection 
ot such public buildings as are located within 
Its limits. The bill leaves the northern part 
with a territorial organization, but the Lame js 
not jet agreed on. Poiublna, North Dakota, 
Mandon and other names have boon consid- 
ered. The committee are open to sugges- 
tions. Delegations at present In the' city 
have Insisted strenuously on the name of 
North Dakota, but the committee while ap- 
preciating the natural tenacity felt for the 
name, have unanimously decided It would 
not be a good selection. 


Senator Harrison to a'ght In answer to an 


Inquiry as to tbe chances of the bill passing 
congress said, "I have qo doubt It will paw 
tbe senate It we can got consideration for it, 
•»d I think nfeeou. I duu't think the demo- 
crats there will antagonize it, because Its pro- 
visions would not adroit the state before the 
presidential erection. Southern Dakota had a 
population sufficient to elect two members to 
coogiess. If we cannot pas' the bill this ses- 
" slon I am sure it will go through next s»«lon. 


Bismarrir is recognized as the capital of the 
remaining territory, subject to decision of the 
convention, I can't sco what excuse demo- 
crats could have for opposing the bill. 


Senator Manderson emphatically approved 


the views expressed by Senator Harrison. 
Ueiu'tw, he thought, regard ought to be bad 
In'admlMing states fpr the preservation of a 
mean In alze and prospective population. It 
was time the northwest should mate Its voice 
heard In national affairs. 


Senator Wilson hid not given much thought 


to the question but was id favor of the divis- 
ion >nd admission of D»t-'0t« 
It would be 


but simple justice to its people and would re- 
lieve tbe national government from some e»- 
pe"*e. 


Representative Murphy was bitterly op- 


. posed to the proposition. There was no good 


reason why the teultory should be divided 
and It would take a long argument to convince 
him to the contrary. Others might veil their 
opposition In sophistries, but he would be 
fc.nk >nd say he opposed the bill for politic*' 
reasons. No democrat was going to take »ny 
cbancco of allowing more republican votes to 
be<«9t In tbe next electoral college.

We snail not err in assuming that the Initia- 
tive to tbe Introduction of the resolution in 
the bouse of representatives was due directly 
or Indirectly to the Influence of Lasker's Ger- 
man partizans. The representatives passed 
the resolution with the simple Intention of 
pleasing Germany. The Intention of glorlfy- 
nga German of anti-government tendencies 
Is of course not to be sought among Amerlran 
representatives but among German partizans 
of the secessionist or progressist type. From 
:ne standpoint of Geimon -policy It would 
have been absolutely Impossible for the gov- 
ernment to take part In an attempt to make 
political capital out of Lasker's death for 
party purposes.
